tions in Ford Motor Co. key 
plant strikes 
in 
three 
states 
switched from the local level to 
top-level bargaining today in an 
effort to speed agreement. 
Top management and United 
Auto 
Workers 
representatives 
took over in negotiations 
at 
Ford headquarters In Dearborn. 
The three strikes — at stamp­ 
ing plants in Buffalo, N.Y., and 
Chicago Heights, IU., and an 
aluminum factory at Sheffield, 
Ala. — were among nine local 
level walkouts keeping 25,000 
employes idle. 
The string of local strikes has 
cut into Ford passenger car 
production by a company-esti­ 
mated 16 per cent and truck 
production by 34 per cent. Ford 
has 160,000 hourly employes at 
90 locations. 
While Ford continued to have 
labor troubles, General Motors 
cleared the decks of the last of 
its local strikes. 
GM and the UAW came to 
terms Sunday at the Fisher

plant 
in 
Atlanta, 
Ga. 
Atlanta is one of General Mo­ 
tors’ 130 production and manu­ 
facturing points in the country 
employing 350,000 men. 
Local strikes in GM had crip­ 
pled the world’s biggest auto­ 
maker for an extensive period 
after settlement with the union 
on a national contract.

Wage Hike 
To 75 Cents 
Hourly Urged 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
flve-cent hourly pay raise for 
employes who receive no tips in 
the food and lodging industry 
was recommended today to In­ 
dustrial Relations Director WU- 
liam O. Walker. 
Walker, who has IO days in 
which to accept or reject the 
recommendation, said he ex­ 
pects to make his decision “with­ 
in 24 to 36 hours.” It applies 
solely to women and minors. 
The recommendation was the 
major item of the report of a 
nine-member 
minimum 
wage 
board appointed last August to 
survey the food and lodging in­ 
dustry. 
Increasing the s c a l e would 
bring the minimum to 75 cents 
hourly for the non-service em­ 
ployes working the full week of 
48 hours and 80 cents an hour 
for those working 30 hours or 
less. 
No change was recommended 
for service employes, those re­ 
ceiving tips, whose minimum is 
55 cents an hour for the 48-hour 
week and 60 cents for 30 hours 
or less. 


U.S. Captain 
Is Killed in 
Saigon Error 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — A Vietnamese mortar 
barrage meant for the Commu­ 
nist Viet Cong killed a U.S. 
Army captain Sunday night and 
wounded 
another 
American, 
reliable sources reported today. 
The captain was the 220th 
American to die in combat in 
Viet Nam since 1961. 
He was identified in Washing­ 
ton as Capt. Agriverto A. Gar­ 
cia, 31, of Laredo, Tex. 
Two Vietnamese officers were 
killed in the misdirected bar­ 
rage and six other Vietnamese 
wounded, the sources said. 
The rounds reportedly fell on 
the government unit as it waited 
in an ambush laid for the Viet 
Cong near Due Hoa, about 18 
miles northwest of Saigon. 
The two Americans were with 
about 60 Vietnamese infantry 
troops on a night patrol. 
The 
sources said the unit 
called for toe mortar fire on a 
suspected Viet Cong emplace­ 
ment. At least one round fell on 
the unit. 
An investigation was being 
made. 
“It was terribly sad,” said 
another American adviser, “but 
it was just one of those things 
that can happen. It was night, 
and it is always more dangerous 
then. But we will continue with 
these operations.” 


Sato Elected 
Japan Premier 


Pro-West Policy 
To Be Pushed 


TOKYO (AP) — Japan’s new 
Premier Eisaku Sato completed 
formation of his Cabinet tonight 
Official sources said he retained 
all the ministers in the govern­ 
ment of his predecessor, ailing 
Hayato Ikeda. 
The new government is ex 
pected to carry on Ikeda’s firm­ 
ly pro-Western foreign policy. 
Sato, 63, an economic expert, 
formed his Cabinet a few hours 
after Parliament elected him to 
succeed Ikeda. After four years 
in office, Ikeda resigned be­ 
cause of a throat tumor. Both he 
and Sato are members of the 
ruling Liberal Democratic par­ 
ty. 
In the voting in the lower 
house of the Diet, Sato received 
283 votes, Socialist Jotaro Ka- 
wakami got 137, Suehiro Nishio 
of the Democratic-Socialists got 
23, and Sanzo Nosaka, a Com­ 
munist, got 4. 
The 250-member upper house, 
voting 
simultaneously, 
gave 
Sato 146 votes, a majority. 
Sato’s election was assured 
earlier today when the Liberal 
Democrats nominated him for 
the post after a prolonged strug 
gle within the party. State Min­ 
ister Ichiro Kono, and former 
Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fugi- 
yama also were contenders. 
Ikeda, 
who 
announced 
his 
retirement Oct. 25, settled the 
contest with a note from 
his 
hospital 
bed 
recommending 
Sato. 
Sato takes office at a time 
when, following 
Red China’s 
atomic 
blast, 
pressures 
are 
miunting for a new look at rela­ 
tions with Peking. Japan does 
not have diplomatic relations 
with Red China but would like 
to trade more with its Commu 
nist neighbor. 


Liquor Aide, Daytonian 


Die in Odd Shooting Case 


XENIA, Ohio (AP)-lnvesti- 
gators continued trying today to 
unravel the events which result­ 
ed in the fatal shootings of a 
state liquor agent and a Day­ 
ton machine operator at a week, 
end party. 
The 48-year-old liquor agent, 
James Burns, was killed by a 
bullet from a city policeman’s 
gun. Rudolph Young, 39, an em­ 
ploye of the U. S. Army’s de­ 
fense electronic supply center, 
died from a head wound from 
the agent’s pistol. 
Scene of the slaying w a s a 
party at the east side residence 
of Phyllis Royal following the 
Central State homecoming foot­ 
ball game. 
Although the incident is cloud 
ed by conflicting testimony, Po­ 
lice 
Detective 
Jack 
Thom a 
pieced together these general 
events leading to the shootings: 
After gaining admittance to 
the party, Burns and his civil­ 
ian aide, Charles Brown, 28, of 
Cincinnati, were asked to leave 
but did not. Miss Royal tele 
phoned police, saying that two 
unwanted 
men were 
at the 
home. Then Burns asked to use 
the telephone and was jumped 
as he walked toward it. A scuf­ 
fle ensued. 
Patrolman John Angell, an­ 
swering Miss Royal’s call, heard 
two shots as he pulled up at the 
house. When he entered the 
apartment he saw Burns sitting 
on the floor with Young’s body 
lying across his lap. Burns had 
a gun in his hand. 
Angell drew his gun and fired 
at Burns’ arm, the bullet strik­ 
ing bim in the side. 
Police said that various ques­ 


tions remain unanswered. 
They said they do not know 
if Burns and his aide were ad­ 
mitted to the party or if they 
crashed it or whether he was 
recognized as a state liquor 
agent. 
They also are trying to deter­ 
mine if Burns was jumped to 
hold him for police or if he 
was being attacked and whether 
he was jumped by two men or 
just by Young. 
They also want to know' when 
Burns’ gun went off and who 
was holding it at the time, be­ 
cause accounts indicate the gun 
fell to the floor from Burns’ 
holster during the scuffle and 
that it was picked up and fired. 
They also are trying to find 
the second bullet which Angell 
said ‘he heard fired, and they 
want to know if the ll persons 
questioned after the incident 
comprised everyone at the party 
or if several left before police 
arrived. 
The Xenia police were joined 
in the preliminary investigation 
by various state and county au­ 
thorities, including state liquor 
control chief Floyd Moon.

of detention be added.

—Increase the salaries of all 
legislative members and town­ 
ship clerks, offices omitted from 
the previous call. 
—Empower boards of educa­ 
tion to contract with the state or 
federal governments for youth 
or adult training schools. 
— Eliminate 
an 
estimated 
$250,000 annual windfall in dis­ 
counts in wholesalers on ciga­ 
rette tax collections: 
—Clarify laws dealing with 
the issuance of bonds based on 
liquor department revenues to 
replace statutes knocked out by 
the Ohio Supreme Court. 
—Enable the Board of Re­ 
gents to accept land, construct 
buildings and lease them to uni. 
versifies and colleges, a mea­ 
sure designed to aid Youngs­ 
town College. 
—Authorize the Division of 
Mines to issue and enforce reg­ 
ulations governing oil f i e l d 
wastes. 
—Make various changes in 
conservancy district laws for 
the collection 
of 
assessments 
and the issuance of short-term 
notes. 
The 
conservancy 
proposals 
were designed to aid the Mi­ 
ami Conservancy District to val­ 
idate a proposed bond issue, 
that also could aid other dis­ 
tricts, and allow the Maumee 
Valley Conservancy District to 
re-issue anticipation notes now 
due. 
The Legislature, which will be 
dissolved officially Dec. 31, was 
called into last-minute special 
session by Rhodes to consider a 
variety of items with the re ­ 
drawing of Ohio’s congression­ 
al district lines high on the 
agenda. 
And because Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion has weakened the Repub­

Home Ec Courses Urged 
In Hard Scientific Fields 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ So, 
what’s new in home economics 
classes these days? 
Well, 
there’s 
Archimedes* 
principle, Ohm’s law and photo­ 
metric analysis, among other 
things — or at least there should 
be, says Prof. Florence Ehren- 
kranz of the University of Min­ 
nesota’s School of Home Eco­ 
nomics. 
Prof. Ehrenkranz’ concept of 
home economics is a far cry 
from the traditional preparation 
in 
nutrition, 
baby-care 
and 
family budgest. 
She believes home ec students 
“need a background in physics 
—not a lip-service 
apprecia­ 
tion of the scientific method, 
but an understanding of the 
principles of physical science.”

Forming 
Battle Lines 
in 


Steel Union 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Battle 
lines were forming today in a 
power struggle for control of the 
big United Steelworkers Union. 
I. W. Abel, USW secretary- 
treasurer, virtually unknown to 
the general public, announced 
that he will try to wrest the 
union presidency from ^avid J. 
McDonald in the union election 
Feb. 12. 
Within hours, three powerful 
USW district directors in Ohio 
tossed their support to Abel. 
Observers believe other support 
for Abel will be forthcoming. 
There had been rumors of a 
split brewing in the USW lead­ 
ership for months. 
The Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette 
quoted unidentified sources in 
the union as saying that opposi- 
ion to McDonald stems from 
what they call his lack of com­ 
munication with the rank-and- 
file of the million-member un­ 
ion. Local officers reportedly 
claimed they have been unable 
to meet with McDonald to dis­ 
cuss problems. 
Twice within about a year, 
out-of-town steelworkers picket­ 
ed 
the 
union’s 
international 
offices in downtown Pittsburgh. 
The Ohio support for Abel, of 
Magnolia, 
Ohio, 
came 
from 
three 
districts 
that 
contain 
about 90,000 of the state’s 135,- 
000 USW members. 
Paul Schremp, director of the 
Cleveland area district, said his 
17-member 
staff 
has 
voted 
unanimously 
to 
back 
Abel. 
Schremp said they followed his 
recommendation. 
In Canton, director John S. 
Johns said his staff took the 
same action under his direction. 
Paul Rusen, director of the

McDonald said of Abel’s can­ 
didacy, “it did not come totally 
as a surprise...After all, this 
seems to be the season for such 
antics.”

Dwindling Cash Balances Eyed

WASHINGTON (AP) — Once 
again it looks as though Con­ 
gress might do something for 
President Johnson that it didn’t 
do for President John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
The word at the Capitol today 
was that Johnson, if he asks for 
it, can get congressional ap­ 
proval of a new Cabinet depart­ 
ment to handle urban affairs 
and housing. 
Congress had refused to go 
along with Kennedy’s plan for 
the department. 
Similarly,

didn’t pass the civil rights law 
he asked, nor a Social Security 
link for medical care for the 
aged.

Johnson 
got 
the 
civil 
rights bill through this year, 
and is all set to push in the new 
Congress for medical care. He 
may not have to work nearly so 


hard to get the new Cabinet 
department for urban affairs. 
President Kennedy twice tried 
to get Congress to let him wrap 
up city affairs and housing in 
one department. First, a pro­ 
posed law got blocked in a 
House committee. Then, when 
he sent his plan to Congress in 
the form of a government reor­ 
ganization, the House vetoed it. 
However, 
a good many of 
those who voted against Kenne­ 
dy’s plan were defeated for re 
election Tuesday. 
The Demo­ 
cratic majority in the House 
was increased by approximately 
40 seats, a formidable bloc. 
One of the reasons Kennedy 
lost 
was 
that he 
announced 
beforehand 
that 
if 
Congress 
approved the new department, 
he would pick a Negro to head 
it. This displeased many South­ 
erners and set off Republican 
protests that Kennedy was in­ 
jecting the racial issue. 
The Negro then in line for the 
job was Robert C. Weaver, fed­ 
eral housing and home finance 
administrator. Whether Johnson 
would appoint him remains to 
be seen. 
Weaver has called for crea­ 
tion of the new department as 
“symbolic 
recognition 
of the 
right of the 73 per cent of the 
people of the nation living in 
urban areas to be represented 
at the Cabinet level.” 
The National Association 
of 
Real Estate Boards threw its 
weight against Kennedy’s idea 
on the grounds that it was “ a 
grand design to elevate housing 
to the Cabinet level.” It said the 
problems of urban areas ex­ 
tended all through American 
life and the government could 
not effectively concentrate those 
problems in one department.

They Lead League 
Despite Thumping 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Ohio 
State’s grid team came out of 
Saturday’s 
devastating 
defeat 
by Penn State smelling like a 
rose—perhaps a whole bowl of 
roses. 
Thanks to Michigan State’s 
21-7 win over Purdue, the Bucks 
are all alone at the top of the 
Big Ten with 4-0. They meet 
Northwestern 
(2-4) 
Saturday, 
and Michigan (4-1) in the finale 
Nov. 21, and if they can salvage 
a win or tie against each the 
Bucks are Rose Bd\vl bound. 
The big question is whether 
the Ohio squad, frustrated for 
60 minutes by Penn State’s four- 
game losers and with the roster 
populated by walking wounded, 
can rebound sufficiently. 
In being held to five first 
downs, total yardage of 63, and 
beaten 27 to 0 for their first 
whitewash in 45 games, Ohio 
State suffered a big puncture in 
the prestige which just over a 
week ago found it rated the 
best in the country.

Underwood’s opposition to the 
secret organization was partly 
strategy to eliminate his rival 
William G. McAdoo, but more 
than that, it was personal con­ 
viction. The moment of climax 
in the drama came when Under 
wood was offered the necessary 
Klan votes of delegates — if he 
would promise not to make 
them a campaign issue. 
“I think I’ll go out and get 
some fresh air,” was his re 
sponse. 
Sidney Blackmer played Sen. 
Underwood of Alabama with 
dignity and without heroics. 
Victor Jory, playing Under­ 
wood’s hard-working and skill 
fill manager, at one point quot­ 
ed Homer Cummings: 
“T h e 
first function of a politician is 
to get himself elected. Every­ 
thing else is a splendid redun­ 
dancy.” 
Radio was there, too, and a 
reporter kept shouting the con­ 
vention story into one of those 
big, old-time microphones. If 
the story had a weakness, it 
was this rather primitive way 
of keeping us informed of the 
background events.

in rebuilding the party. Robert 
Corber, 
Virginia

chair­ 
man, predicted that "someone 
in the image of Gov. Romney" 
will emerge on top. 
Rep. Stanley R. Tupper, R- 
Maine, 
named 
Rockefeller, 
Romney, 
Scranton, 
Chafee, 
Henry Cabot Lodge and Nixon 
as potential leaders. 
Gov. Henry Bellmon of Okla­ 
homa listed Gov. John A. Love 
of Colorado, Mark 0. Hatfield of 
Oregon, Scranton and Nixon as 
among those who should lead in 
party rebuilding. 
The Republicans were almost 
unanimous in their belief that 
the GOP can recover from its 
massive defeat and 
make a 
strong showing in 1966 and 1968. 
GOP State Chairman Craig 
Truax of Pennsylvania said the 
coalition of Democratic forces 
now headed by Johnson "should 
not be formidable if the Repub­ 
lican party offers progressive 
alternatives to Democratic dog­ 
m a."

Idaho, chairman of the GOP 
conference of governors, said 
Republicans will have to con­ 
centrate on winning governor­ 
ships two years from now in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, Colo­ 
rado, Wyoming, Idaho, Califor­ 
nia and Oregon.
